LAST SPIRE? modern Methods of Rail 


Laying Demonstrated on Recent Coast Line Job 


NOTHER “last spike” was driven 

last month at West Santa Barbara 
on the Coast Division, bringing to a 
close an fmportant rail-changing pro- 
gram which has been going forward for 
a number of years on the Coast Line 
between San Francisco and Los Ange- 
les. Mile after mile of 90-Ib. (weight 
per yard) rail has been replaced with 
heavier sections, making this 471-mile 
route along the west coast one of the 
finest stretches of railroad in the world 
for speedy train operations with maxi- 
mum safety and absolute smoothness. 

No ceremony marked the driving of 
this last spike. Unlike the celebration 
et. Promontory, Utah, 69 years ago, 
when the first transcontinental railroad 
was completed, no crowd was on hand 
to witness the event; and no prominent 
personage tapped a golden spike with a 
silver hammer while an excited nation 
listened to a telegraphic “broadcast” of 
the blows. 

Instead, a section man leaned on a 
pneumatic hammer as it drove an 
ordinary iron spike into a tie; the crew 
gathered up tools and equipment; and 
“Just another job” was done. But the

occasion had something in common 
with its famous predecessor, neverthe- 
Jess; for it marked another step in the 
endless story of railroad advancement. 
To bririg still greater operating effi- 
eiency and safety to the traveling pub- 
lie, the railroads and leading steel man- 
ufacturers are constantly conducting 
extensive rail research to learn what 
further improvements can be made in 
the quality of steel rails. Developments 
in motive power require that heavier 
rail be manufactured. For example, by 
making certain changes in design in the 
GS-2 and GS-3 types of locomotives 
now in use on the Daylight a consider- 
able increase in permissive speed was 
obtained. But to take advantage of 
these possible higher speeds it was neces- 
sary to lay heavier rail in the track be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
In 1924 a majority of the rail in 
Southern Pacific’s main line weighed. 90 
pounds and in some localities installa- 
tion of 1104b. sections ‘had ‘begun. 
Then, in 1933, it was found that 112- 
Ib. rail was. more economical froma * 


standpoint of durability and it. was’ 


adopted as standard. <A large amount 
of 110-Ib, rail is still in use, but as.re- 


placements become necessary the heavi- || 


er rail will be substituted. 

Replacement of 90-lb. rail on the 
Coast. Line started in 1923 and con- 
tinued each successive year in accord- 
ance with a schedule mapped out by 
the Enginecring Department, so that 
by 1933 about 225 miles of 110-lb. rail 
had been installed. From 1934 up to 
the completion of the job last month, 
approximately 221 miles of 112-tb, rail 
was laid. On curves, where rail stress 
is naturally much greater, about 65 
miles of 180-Ib. rail was installed be- 
tween 1927 and 1933. In 1934 installa- 
tion of 181-Ib. rail was begun, this size 
having replaced the 180-lb. type as 
standard, and the close of the program 
found more than 28 miles laid. Since 
1923 more than 556 miles of heavy rail 
was laid on the Coast Line, including 
first and second main track. 

More rail was laid along the Coast 
Line during the first six months of this 
year than in any entire previous year 
with the exception of 1937. Seventy- 
three miles have been installed this 
year as compared with 83 miles for all 
of last year. 

The rail-changing program was car- 
ried out by enlarging small extra gangs 
on the Los Angeles and Coast divisions 
to rail gangs of from 40 to 90 men, the 
size of the gang depending upon the 
amount of rail to be Iaid within a given 
period of time. Each man had a par- 
ticular duty to perform and the picture 
of a rail gang proceeding at a steady, 
unbroken pace in its step by step rail- 
laying performance, was one of skill and 
perfect timing. 


Parade in Rail Laying 

The first step in changing rail is to 
distribute the new lengths along the 
track next to the place where they are 
to be installed. When this is done, the 
parade of men and machinery begins. 
In the vanguard is 2 machine known as 
aspike-puller. As the spike-puller rolls 


slowly along the tracks, two automatic - 


“claws” reach down and yank out the 
spikes which hold the old rail in place. 
These claws are controlled by two men 
who walk beside the machine. 

Next in line is a crew.of “‘bar-men” 
who, arméd with bars, pry the rail from 
its moorings and shove it off the ties. 
Prying and shoving instead of lifting 
off the rail is necessdry because the sec- 
tions-of rail are still joined together by. 
the angle bars, which are not unboltes

“*"What Southern Pacifie and other 
‘American railroads ate doing to de-- 
velop more traffic and to meet an 
insistent public demand by making 
improvements in power, equipment 
and speed through the introduction 
of larger and stronger locomotives 
and colorful, faver-winning stream- 
lined trains, is a matter of common 
knowledge. 

Not a great deal is ever said, 
though, about the sturdy, depend- 
able steel ribbons which bear the 
burden of this high-speed equip- 
ment and furnish a sound founda- 
tion for its safe, efficient operation. 
Rail—the deviee from which the 
world’s most valued mode of trans- 
portation derives its name—is often 
overlooked in the story of the rail- 
road industry, but the history of its 
development is a yardstick by which 
the progress and growth of that in- 
dustry can be measured. 

Material for an article on the 
origin of rail and many of the in- 
teresting sidelights connected with 
its use is being assembled and will 
be presented to Bulletin readers in 
an early issue. 


until sometime later, when the old rail 
is gathered up and hauled away. 

After the old rail has been shoved 
from the ties a number of men equipped 
with shovels clear ballast from around 
the ties, another group gathers up the 
old tie plates, followed by others who 
set plugs in the holes left in the ties by 
removal of the old spikes. When the 
plugs have been driven into place and 
the ties have been swept an adzing ma- 
chine, whose chief mechanism is a series 
of rotating blades, gives the ties a new 
finish by shaving off all rough surfaces 
left by the old tie plates. A protective 
coating of creosote is then applied and 
the ties are ready for the new rail. 

New tie plates are set, then the new 
rail is laid and fastened to the preceding 
section by a single bolt in the angle bar, 


Before the remaining ‘bolts aré-set in 


place, gauging devices determine that 
the rail is properly spaced and parallel 
to the rail on the opposite side. 

The next step is to set the new spikes, 
making them ready for the pneumatic 
compressors to drive them into place. 
Five of these pneumatic hammers are 
attached to an air compressing machine 
which rides the rails, and they are also 
used as ballast tampers after the rail has 
been fastened in place, When the spikes 
have been driven and the remaining 
bolts placed in the angle bars and tight~ 
ened, rail “anti-creepers” are applied. 


Keep Rail from “Creeping” 

The term “creeping” is applied to the 
tendency of the rail to move longitudi- 
nally with the direction of traffic. From 
this definition it might appear that in 
the case of double track the rails in each 
track would move in opposite direc- 
tions, and that in the case of single 
track the movements would balance. 
Actually, the movement is not uniform, 
the lefthand rail in each case moving 
more than the righthand rail. This is 
true either on ascending or descending

grades and necessitates in some in- 
stances the application of a greater num- 
ber of anti-creepers on the lefthand rail. 

Following application of the anti- 
creepers, a motor-driven drill ‘bores 
holes into the rail ends near the joints 
and into these holes go the bond wires 
which carry electric impulses between 
rails for automatic block signal opera- 
tion. 

A record is taken of each length of 
rail laid showing the name of the rolling

ME railroad across San Francisco 
Bay, over which Interurban Elec- 
tric Railway (S.P.) and Key System 
trains will whisk thousands of com- 
muters daily between San Francisco 
and the cities of the East Bay area 
early next year, is rapidly taking fnal 
form, Every phase of the program, 
which is destined to sound the death 
knell of the picturesque old ferries in 
handling interurban traffic, is moving 
along at its scheduled pace. 

Principal locations where new con- 
struction work or the remodeling of the 
present elcetric lines is in progress are 
the East Bay Yard, the Bay Bridge, 
and the San Francisco ‘Terminal, Work 
at these points is being done by con- 
tracting firms under supervision of the 
State of California’s Department of 
Publie Works. In addition, Southern 
Pacific forces are carrying out 4 particu- 
lar part of the job at the 26th Street 
overgrade crossing and the 16th Street 
interlocking plant, both in Oakland. 

A greater portion of the track work 
has been placed in the East Bay Yard, 
H which will contain a vast network of 
storage tracks for ears when they are 
| not being used for the rush hours. ‘There 

will be 16 storage tracks with a capa- 
| city of from 10 to 12 cars each for Inter- 
| urban Electric Railway equipment; 12 

tracks will each provide accommoda- 
i tions for nine units (18 ears) of Key Sys- 
H tem equipment; and two tracks for 
i Sacramento Northern Railway cars, 
: Main tracks through the yard have 

been connected with the bridge. 
‘The yard signal tower structure has 
been completed; about two more months 
will be required to finish installation of 
the interlocking mechanism which will 
control 36 switches and 67 signals in 
the yard, and the movement of main

Electric trains from all East Bay points 
will pass over Southern Pacifie’s main 
line tracks out of Oakland, and con- 
verge on the line to the Bay Bridge. 
‘en months were required to build this 
structure at an estimated cost of $295,- 
000. Rail-laying on this big grade- 
separation will be started by the 8. P. 
Enginecring Department this month. 
Southern Pacific's 16th Street inter- 
locking tower, which now controls the 
movement of cleetric trains running be- 
tween Oakland and Berkeley as well as 
main line trains, is being enlarged 33 
per cent to handle the increased volume 
of traffic which will result-when the 
present Alameda and Oakland trains 
begin operation over that linc. Twenty- 
three additional levers, making a total 
of 82 for controlling train movements, 
and more than 100 relays are being in- 
stalled; also a model board which will 
show positions of trains at all times be- 
tween the East Bay Yard and West 
Oakland Tower. Enlarging will also be 
done on the West Oakland Tower and 
Blanding Tower in Alameda. 


Large Sum Involved 


Estimated cost of enlarging the inter- 
locking towers, laying rail on the 26th 
Street. crossing, and building connect- 
ing tracks at West Oakland and be- 
tween Alameda and Fruitvale is $400,- 
000, of which approximately $110,000 
has already been expended. This 
amount is included in the $15,000,000 
estimated cost of the entire project. 

On the Bay Bridge, all ties have been 
placed and running rail laid, except

some expansion rails which will soon 
be installed. More than 185,000 lineal 
feet of 90-lb. rail, including guard rail, 
has been laid. A total of 150,000 ties 
will approximate 7,000,000 board fect 
of California redwood. 

Installation of the third or contact 
rail to be used by the Key System trains 
has begun and the stringing of the first 
messenger cable for the overhead cate- 
nary to be used by the Interurban Elec- 
tric Railway is in progress. Devices 
for the automatic train control (to be 
described in future issue) are also be- 
ing installed. 

The massive San Franciseo Terminal 
building, with its intricate pattern of 
elevated ramps and looping approaches, 
is nearing completion. ‘Throughout the 
entire structure, which was described 
in the February issue of the Bulletin, 
all structural concrete has been placed 
up to and including the track floor. 
Granite blocks, which will face the wall 
of the concrete terminal structure, have 
been placed more than half way up the 
facade. All steel for the overhead street. 
erossings in the viaduct has been placed 
and two of the conerete crossings are 
finished. While exterior work is under 
way, trackmen, mechanics, electricians, 
and tile setters are proceeding rapidly 
with interior work. 

Based upon the present rate of prog- 
ress, it is anticipated that this longest 
over-water electric railroad in the world. 
will be in operation when the doors of 
the Golden Gate International Exposi- 
tion on Treasure Island are opened in 
February 1939, 


Operating Less 
For 5 Months 


For the five months ended May 
81, 1938, Railway. Operating Rev- 
enues of Southern Pacifie Lines 
amounted to $75,737,089, or $16,- 
666,742 under the same period for 
1937, a decrease of 18 por eent. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $65,187,- 
614, or $6,488,552 under the same 
period for 1987, a decrease of 9 
per cent. 

After deducting tax accruals of 
$7,560,452, and net, rentals paid for 
use of equipment and joint facilities 
totaling $4,398,754, there was a Net 
Railway Operating Loss of $1,409,- 
731, or an increased: loss of $10,

PER DIEM: Keep “Foreign” Cars Rolling 


Homeward, Is the Aim of System-Wide Campaign 


IONTINUING the vigorous drive to 

keep foreign freight cars moving on 
Pacific Lines so as to get greatest oper- 
ating efliciency and at the same time 
reduce per diem* charges to a mini- 
mum, the following methods have been 
suggested by Superintendent of Trans- 
portation W. B. Kirkland: 

1. Do not use system cars for 
loads off our rails when use of other 
suitable cars is practicable. 

2. Keep foreign cars and route 
eards together. This is important 
in order to reduce empty car miles 
and save per diem, Tf foreign cars 
(other than direct connection cars) 
are moved empty without route cards 
it is liable to result in cross haul of 
empties and hauling empties past 
junction points where they should 
be delivered. If foreign car arrives 
at station loaded with no route card, 
secure routing by wire so that it will 
be available when car is released. 

3. Return all switch cars prompt- 


4. Do not use foreign cars for 
company freight. ‘There are system 
cars available for company freight. 

5. Have check of interchange made 
daily and see that we do not accept 
any empty foreign cars that do not 
belong home via our line. 

6. Check Form 28 daily to assure 
yourself that foreign cars are being 
moved regularly and promptly. 

7. Divisions in California that have 


connections with the AT&SF should 
watch ‘interchange points regularly. 
to see that the AT&SY docs not de--. 


‘Por Diem Js the $1 charged against

liver to us any foreign empties that 
belong to direct connections of the 
AT&SF that were previously de- 
livered under load to the AT&SF for 
line haul to points outside of Cali- 
fornia, We have agreed with the 
AT&SF not to haul any such empties 
back into California merely for inter- 
change purpose. 

8. Foreign cars at junctions where 
they are to be delivered to con- 
nections must be delivered before 
midnight as this will save one day 
or $1 per dicm charges, and in the 
aggregate this will make consider- 
able saving.

Holding high rank in Pacific Coast 
medical circles and internationally 
known for contributions he has made 
to the advancement of his profession, 
Dr. Coffey was honored with a banquet 
at the Fairmont Hotel in San Francisco 
on June 27 attended by 180 medical 
associates and railroad officers, when 
the retiring chief lauded the fine sup- 
port received for so many years from 
members of his staff. 

Southern Pacific was the nation’s first 
railroad to establish, in 1867, a hospital 
department for the exclusive use of its 
employes. Down through the years the 
services of the department and excel- 
lency of its facilities have been expanded 
and improved under the direction of a 
succession of distinguished chiefsurgeons 
that included Drs. A. B. Nixon, T. W. 
Huntington, Mathew Gardner, F. K. 
Ainsworth, and the now retiring W. B. 
Coffey. 

In recent years the Hospital Depart-

ment has been favored with very gener- 
ous financial gifts from Edward 8, Hark- 
ness, one of Southern Pacific’s di- 
rectors, which funds Chief Surgeon 
Coffey has used in equipping the Gen- 
eral Hospital at San Francisco and the 
Tubercular Sanatorium at Tucson with 
facilities for research, treatment and 
surgery that establish those institutions 
as the finest maintained for employes 
by any industrial organization in the 
country, perhaps in the world. 

Dr. Coffey has been a staunch advo- 
cate of the periodic “eheck up” for offi- 
cers and employes so that ailments may 
be detected and treated before they 
cause serious damage to health. 

The retiring chief surgeon graduated 
from Cooper Medical College, now Stan- 
ford University Medical School, in 
1889, since which time he has practiced 
continuously in San Francisco. He be- 
came district surgeon for Southern Pa- 
cific in January 1896; was appointed 
division surgeon in October 1905 and 
assistant chief surgeon in August 1923, 
succeeding Chief Surgeon Ainsworth on 
his retirement in August 1926. He was 
a founder of the St. Francis Hospital in 
San Francisco in 1905, and is now presi- 
dent of that organization, Prior to tak- 
ing over the duties of chief surgeon for 
S. P., Dr. Coffey held the same position 
with the Market Street Railway. He 
was one of the organizers and was first 
president of the Pacific Association of 
Railway Surgeons. 

Dr. Coffey will continue his active 
practice and research work in San 
Francisco. 

Dr. Walker has been actively con- 
nected with the General Hospital in 
San Francisco almost continuously 
since graduating from Cooper Medical 
College in 1905. He was in Europe for 
several months during that year taking 
post graduate work in various cities,

CONVENTIONS: S. P. Host to Horde 


of Shrine, Rotary, Medical and Other Delegates - 


7ITH California and the Pacific 
Coast again the mecca for numer- 
ous large conventions in addition to 
attracting the usual generous share of 
summer excursionists, Southern Pa- 
cific people are enjoying the oppor- 
tunity of being travel hosts to many 
thousands of delegates and vacationists. 
Four major conventions during June 
—the Shrine in Los Angeles, American 
Medical Association, Rotary Interna- 
tional, and anis International in 
San Francisco—called for the handling 
of 83 special trains totaling 418 cars to 
the two convention cities. In addition 
to these special trains there were 145 
special cars for convention parties. 
These cars, plus “overflow” ears for 
heavy general traffic, involved opera- 
tion of 47 extra sections of regular 
trains, making a total of 80 extra trains. 
‘Train and car movements out of the 
two cities following the conventions 
were cqually large and were more diffi- 
cult to handle, since most of the train 
departures were concentrated in a short 
period of time which required smooth 
functioning at terminal stations on the 
part. of operating and traffic forces. 
‘The four big convention movements 
were handled without a hitch or an 
accident, and already many letters of 
commendation have been received from 
delegates expressing satisfaction with 
the railroad service they received and 
indicating that S. P. would be the road 
of their choice when next they travel. 
Such big convention traffic involves 
much “behind the scenes” work which 
begins several months ‘before a par- 
ticular movement is to take place.

time remaining, much of this prepara- 
tory work is under high pressure, since 
schedules and other arrangements 
must be set up for use in solicitation. 
Then after a special party is definitely 
secured for our lines many changes may 
be asked for in type of equipment, 
number of cars, and in schedules. 

Some of these changes in schedules 
and stops come up after a train is under 
way. While it is sometimes difficult 
to meet these requirements entirely, 
the alertness of Pacific Lincs personnel 
in trying to satisfy every wish of these 
parties has made it many friends and 
brought many return trips of associa- 
tions as well as of individuals, for it is 
on such trips that many persons receive 
their first and lasting impression of 8.P. 

Plans for distribution of extra loco- 
motives is made well in advance and di- 
vision staffs are closely informed as to 
number of cars so that necessary power 
may be assigned to handle the trains on 
established schedules. Although most. 
equipment is provided by eastern roads 
that originate the movements, S. P. fre- 
quently sends coaches, lounge, club and 
dining cars cast to help make up trains. 

Parking of special trains during 
periods of the conventions adds another 
problem, and for the big movements ar- 
rangements are made wecks ahead so 
.that terminals will be ready to take 
In the 


when visitors taxed Los Angeles hotel 
facilities, the railroads were asked to 
help the housing situation by parking 
Pullman cars for some of the temples, 
This was handled at the new Union 
Passenger Station, where construetion 


; 


of the large terminal is now going for- 
ward. Special arrangements were neces- 
sary to provide water, electricity, sanita- 
tion and bathing facilities for occupants. 

The Dining Car Department is also 
called on for extra services. In the case 
of the Shrine movement, 21 dining cars 
were used on the inbound trains and 27 
on outbound trains, plus extra lounge, 
club and observation cars. Twenty- 
seven stewards and 300 cooks, waiters 
and other attendants were called in to 
supplement those operating on the reg- 
ular trains, Several dining cars were 
sent east to meet Shrine specials at 


New Orleans, Savannah, Indianapolis 
and Tacoma for the westbound trip. 
Some of these, with crews und supplies, 
were dispatched from the Los Angeles 
Commissary us early as May 27 to be 
at their destinations by June 4. The 
Dining Car Department met similar 
situations, on a smaller scale, with the 
other convention movements, 

Outstanding among the several con- 
ventions to be held at Pacific Coast 
points during remainder of the summer, 
is that of the Lions in Oakland July 
19-22, and the American Legion in Los

Southorn Pacific. While the figures are for the first four months of tho 
year, the relative ratio of revenue to expenses has not changed ma erially 
up to the present time, and offers a critical situation that should command 
the earnest attention of all 8. P. people: 


EF vital personal concern to each one 
of us are the operating results of the 
Southern Pacific Company, Pacific 
Lines, for the four months ending 
April 30, 1938, compared with corre- 
sponding period of 1937, shown below: 
These figures show what the railroad 
received in operating revenues and 
what it paid out in operating expenses. 
It also shows what had to be paid in 
taxes of various kinds and what had to 
be paid to other companies for use of 
equipment and joint facilities necessary 
in rendering our transportation service. 
No interest charges on bonded debt or 
ineome or charges in connection with 
outside companies of Southern Pacifie 
Company are included. 
The final result for the first four 
months of this year is a net loss of 


nearly $2,000,000 from railway opera- 
tions, 

This situation as it has developed has 
directly resulted in reduction of jobs 
throughout ali departments of the rail- 
road. In the Accounting Department 
alone it has had the effeet of diseontinu- 
ing @ considerable number of positions. 

This very definitely is the problem of 
individual employes, as well as the 
problem of the management. 

I write this as an earnest, personal 
appeal to every one of you to help wher- 
ever you may in this erisis—primarily, 
by interesting your friends and acquain- 
tances in the services which our Com- 
pany has to offer, and by directing the 
attention of our Traffic Department to 
any potential freight or passenger busi- 
ness of which you may learn.

This 
record is kept on file in the offices of the 


Division Engineer and the Chief Engi- 


neer at San Francisco, 

The entire operation, from the time 
an old length of rail is removed until a 
new section is firmly in place, requires 
little more time than it takes to tell of 
it. While no attempt has ever been 
made to equal the record established 
near Promontory on April 28, 1869, 
when 10 miles of track was laid in one 
day, it is probable that, were if neces- 
sary to do so, the record could be suz~ 
passed with modern rail-laying methods. 

The rail-changing program on the 
Coast Line was but one phase of a large 
maintenance program which is carried 
on year after year by Southern Pacific 
Company over its entire system. Even, 
during periods of declining revenues it 
has been customary to relay from 200 
to 300 miles of track with heavier rail 
each year. in 1936, for instance, 200 
miles of track were relayed; 288 miles 
were relayed in 1937; and the program 
for 1938 calls for the relaying of 358 
miles. The 1936 program cost $3,000,~ 
000 and estimated cost of the 1938 
program js more than $5,000,000.

Employes of the Interurban Electric

Once again the tremen- 
dous task of supplying the nation with 
half the cantaloupes grown in the 
United States~-a task whose numerous 
operations have been described in the 
Bulletin in past seasons—is at fever- 
pitch. 

Hordes of pickers have been scouring 
the fields from early morning till late 
afternoon; packing sheds and ice manu- 
facturing -plants have been going full

blast day and night; railroad forces 
schooled through long experience are 
functioning smoothly; and hundreds of 
refrigerator cars each day are making 
an exodus from the Valley, winding 
through the scorching desert en route 
to eastern markets, where their deli- 
cious cargo is delivered just os fresh as 
the day it was plucked from the vines, 

Exceptionally cool weather in Im- 
perial Valley has made this season’s 
crop later than usual, but despite the 
tardy start 4,576 cars were loaded and 
moved up to and including June 15, as 
compared with 4,443 cars for the same 
period last year. The peak loading for 
one day up to June 15 was 361 cars on 
June 9, Based on present market con- 
ditions and the lateness of the season, 
it is estimated that approximately 
13,000 cars of all kinds of melons will 
move this season, a8 compared with 
16,800 cars last year. 

Eyes on Giant Canal 

Before another month has passed, 
the melon deal will be over and the at- 
tendant rush and high-speed activity 
will have eased off. But Imperial 
Valley won’t have forgotten its canta- 
loupes; nor will it forget the lettuce, 
carrots and other vegetables, the al- 
falfa, barley, milo maize and small 
fruits which live in this rich land whose

growing season is 365 days. The fu- 
ture of these crops’ will be on its mind 
as Imperial Valley turns its gaze east- 
ward to a spot 18 miles northeast of 
Yuma, where the new 3,430-ft. Im- 
perial Dam across the Colorado River 
marks the beginning of the great All 
American Canal, 

The $34,000,000 All American Canal, 
one of the three construction features 
authorized under the Boulder Canyon 
Project Act, approved December 21, 
1928, is being built by the Bureau of 
Reclamation to carry an adequate sup- 
ply of water to the Imperial and 
Coachella Valleys. In Imperial Valley 
there are at present approximately 
500,000 acres under irrigation being 
served by the Imperial Main Canal, 
which takes water out of the Colorado 
River a few miles below Yuma, and 
runs through Mexice and back into the 
United States near Calexico. In the 
Coachella Valley about 16,000 acres 
are now under cultivation, being sup- 
plied with water pumped from wells. 
At the present time there is no general 
canal or lateral system in this valley, 
which has about 150,000 acres of irri- 
gable lands. 

Completion of the two scctions of the 
canal will bring the total area of irri- 
gable lands to approximately1,000,000 
acres, No new lands are being brought 
under irrigation at this time, however, 
and all public lands which can be irri- 
gated under the Boulder Canyon proj- 
ect will not be available for settlement 
until need therefor arises after the proj- 
ect is completed.

length. From the Imperial Dam to the 
Siphon Drop (map previous page) on 
the rvation division of the Yuma 
project, the canal is 232 feet wide at the 
water surface, 21 feet deep, 160 feet 
bottom width, and will carry an amount 
of water equal to 70 per cent of the av- 
crage flow of the Colorado River at the 
Boulder Dain. Along this route sev- 
eral washes must be cros i. 
tating construction of culverts or 
siphons. 

From the Siphon Drop to Pilot Knob 
the canal follows the foothills and is 
crossed by Southern Pacific lines, the 
state highway and the county road; 
each of these required construction of 
new steel and conercte bridges. South- 
ern Pacific rails cross the canal to Im- 
perial Valley three tines, once at Calex- 
ico and twice at Araz Jet. While the 
new bridges were being constructed, 
trains operated over shoo-fly tracks 
with no interruption of service. 

Beyond Pilot Knob, at three differ- 
ent points and for a total distance of 
14.8 miles, the canal is located near to 
and parallel with the international 
boundary; for the next 1014 miles it 


through the sand hills, 
a region covered with dunes 
except for a few bare spots. 
From there it stretches west- 
ward across the East Mesa to 
the present East High Line Canal of the 
Imperial district distribution system, 
and then through the extreme southern 
portion of the Imperial Valley, where 
it crosses 17 principal ditehes and 
passes the city of Calexico before it 
Teaches its terminus. 


Water for Coachella 


The Cana} to Coachella Valley will 
branch out, about 15 miles west of 
Pilot Knob and, running northwesterly, 
will cross the 8. P. lines near Iris, pass 
east of the Salton Sea and the Coachella 
Valley to a point near the towns of 

Soachella and Indio where it will again 
cross our lines. It will run southwest- 
erly across the valley, then south to the 
Riverside-lmperial county lines. Cross- 
ing the Coachella Canal line are more 
than 160 washes which are ordinarily 
dry, but at times of heavy rains or 
eloudbursts carry floods of short dura- 
tion, loaded with sand and silt. These 


70,000 TONS OF SILT and many tons of debris, it is estimated, will daily be kept out of the All 
American Canal by means of the trashrack structure {below) and the vast desilting works (bottom 
picture). Water is diverted from the river over the trashrack through the giant roller gates 
{upper right) into the desilting works basins and thence to the canal. Water moves into one of 
three 500x800x12%-foot high basins by being filtered through upright openings in ane of three 
V-shaped channels (bottom left). By slowing up the water's flow, the silt will be deposited in the 
basins where the blades on 72 motor-driven rotating scrapers, with diameter sweep of 125 feet, 
whirl the silt into an opening at base center of cach scraper, the silt then being washed through 
subterranean conduits into a sluiceway where it will be carried back into the river below the canal 
system's Imperial Dam. 58 carloads of structural steel were used in building the scrapers, and 
1,184,000 tbs, of steel went into the four giant roller gates, all of which moved over S. P. Lines.

Five “power drops” on the canal to 
Impcrial Valley and oncon the Coachella 
route will provide opportunity for the 
development. of enormous power for the 
two districts. 

While the work of excavation began 
in Angust 1934, the story of the All 
American Canal actually began in 1906, 
when the defiant Colorado River went 
on one of its worst rampages, pouring 
into the valley at the rate of 160 mil- 
on cubic feet every hour. Heeding an 
appeal from the president of the 
United States, Southern Pacific engi- 
neers undertook to turn the rmmaway 
river back into its channel. ‘They suc- 
ceeded after 52 days and nights. of 
heart-breaking toi], and the story of 
how they saved Imperial Valley from 
complete ruin furnished onc of the most 
stirring chapters in California’s history, 
and was immortalized in Harold Bell 
Wright’s well-known story, “The Win- 
ning of Barbara Worth.” 

Since that time there has been a con- 
stant demand for control and conserva~ 
tion of the waters of the Colorado, 
waters which are the most valuable 
vatural resource of the vast desert em- 
pire. Boulder Dam and the All Ameri- 
can Canal supplied the answer, and the 
tiver, once a treacherous enemy, has 
become a useful and reliable friend. 


S. P. Gets Heavy Hauls 


Southern Pacific is taking active part. 
in the construction of the All American 
Canal. Traffic solicitation was han- 
dled by the same special bureau in the 
Los Angeles Genera] Freight Depart- 
ments which handled so successfully 
the highly competitive traffic of the 
Metropolitan Water District job (June 
Bulletin). All shipments of materials 
moved by rail have been delivered by 
our lines. Shipments include lumber, 
stcel, machinery, pipe, cement and nu- 
merous items such as nails, brick, roof- 
ing, wire, etc., and originate in 17 seat- 
tered states. Materials entering into 
the permanent works, such as cement, 
lumber, reinforcing steel, -pipe, gates 
and valves, structural steel and ma-

materials, such as fuel for tractors and 
form lumber. 

Up to June 1, carload shipments of 
Government materials totaled 4,684, 
inchiding 180 carloads for the Gila 
Project, which originates at the eastern 
end of the Impcrial Dam but is not a 
part of the All American Canal system. 
Shipments of construction company 
materials up to June 15 amounted to 
approximately 1,000 cars. Eighty 
thousand tons of cement and 13,000 
tons of steel comprise the greater part 
of Government materials handled; 
8,000,000 feet of lumber, moving from 
southern Oregon, represents the heav- 
iest movement of contractors’ material, 
About 75 per cent of this lumber was 
used in constructing the temporary 
forms for pouring concrete for the Im- 
perial Dam, the remainder on other 
jobs along the canal. Lumber for the 
dam moved over our lines to Potholes, 
located five miles from the dam site, 
and thence over a line built by the con- 
struction company which built the 
dam: Other places where the bulk of 
the material has been delivered are 
Calexico, Knob and Cantu, which are 
points closest to the power drops. 

‘Work on the canal to Imperial Valley 
is 88 per cent finished; construction of 
the Coachella section will begin within 
30 days. According to estimate of the 
Bureau of Reclamation, the canal and 
appurtenant structures will be com- 
pleted next year and water may be 
flowing through the new channel into 
the valley by the time the next canta- 
loupe season roils around. 


SP vs Old Man River 


Im 1906-7 


"TH Colorado River, unruliest of 
western torrents, has gone on its 
last rampage. Boulder Dam has put 
such a collar around the river’s neck it 
won't ever have a chance to indulge in 
such sprees as it enjoyed for tens of 


is often recalled by railroaders who 
helped to harness the river after it had 
broken-its banks and poured into Im- 
perial Valley. during 1906 and 1907. 
Geologists, engineers and others have 
reconstructed many of these impressive 
incidents in the’ life of the old stream. 


Centuries ago the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia extended far up into what 
is now the productive Imperial 
and surrounding region. Gradu- 
ally the Colorade built up a bar- 
rier of silt that cut off the upper end of 
the Gulf and ereated Salton Sink, After 
dividing the gulf with this bar of silt, 
the river went away in another direc- 
tion. The sun drank up the water and 
the holé that was once part of the gulf 
became a desolate salty sink, Then the 
river changed its mind again and re- 
turned to wash the salt out of the sink 
and line it with a deep dressing of fertile 
silt. Once more the river changed its 
course and when the sun drank most of 
the water there was left a great basin 
filled with rich powdery soil. 

The region was in this condition just 
after the turn of the present century 
when a company was organized to dig 
eanals and carry to the valley enough 
of the Colorado’s water to make the soil 
productive; and the name was changed 
to Imperial Valley, for Salton Sink was 
a name with no sales appeal. 

By 1905 the Valley had begun to look 
like a garden. Then new trouble de- 
veloped. ;The Colorado is more than a 
river of water. {In the course of a year, 
before Boulder Dam was built, the 
muddy torrent carried past Yuma more 
than 160,000,000 tons of solid matter. 
Just one day’s supply of water for Im- 
perial Valley was estimated as contain- 
ing enough silt to make a levee 20 feet 


52 DAYS OF TOXL in building a trestle on 90-foot piles and in dumping 3000 carloads of rock 
was required before the railroad’s forces plugged a hole 1100 feet wide and maximum of 40 feet 
deep the Colorado had gouged into its banks late in 1906, thus turning the river back into its 


wide, 20 feet high, and a mile long. 
While the silt renewed the richness of 
the soil it also filled the ditches and 
threatened to choke the entire irriga- 
tion system. 

Somcone conceived the idea that by 
enlarging the intake the increased flow 
of water would wash the silt out of the 
ditches. The theory might have worked 
had not the Colorado indulged itself in 
a phenomenal flood which transformed 
the channel into a wide gorge and pro- 
ceeded to tear the Valley to pieces. 


Plugging the Colorado 


Southern Pacific had completed its 
line through the Valley from Niland to 
Calexico in June 1904, so when the Col- 
orado broke loose the people of the Val- 
ley appealed for help to EL. H. Harri- 
man, then president of the railroad. He 
advanced a huge sum to aid in the fight 
and loaned the counsel of his ablest en- 
gineers. But before the river was shut. 
out in November 1906 Southern Pacifie 
had spent nearly $2,000,000 on the job 
that was only temporarily finished, for 
during the following month the Gila 
River sent more flood waters into the 
Colorado causing another break that 
widened to 1100 fect with maximum 
depth of 40 feet. 


At the urgent appeal of President 
Theodore Roosevelt, Southern Pacific 
agait. went to the rescue of the Valley. 
Unless the river was controlled the gov- 
ernment stood to lose projects and lands 


course and rescuing the Imperial Valley from flood destruction,

valued ot nearly a billion dollars. The 
railroad got on the job Deeember 20, 
1906, A trestle of 90-foot piles was built 
across the torrent. Three times within a 
month these piles were swept away, 
and the trestle partly or wholly de- 


stroyed. The pile drivers were kept - 


everlastingly at it and on January 27 
the trestle was finished for the fourth 
time and dumping began. 

It was then a case of putting rock 
inte the break faster than the river 
could carry it away. For three weeks 
normal operations over 1200 miles of 
the railroad’s main line were practically 
tied up. Some 8000 flat cars of rock 
were hauled from distances as far as 480 
miles. Rock was handled faster than 
it had ever been handled before. About 
80,000 cubic yards were dumped in 15 
days, and on February 11, 1907, the 
river was again shut out of the Valley. 

During the 52-day fight, Southern 
Pacific added another million dollars 
to the two it had already spent. In 
spite of appeals to Congress by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who had promised to 
reimburse the railroad, also appeals by 
President Taft and succeeding admin- 
istrations, it was 24 years after the work 
was done that Southern Pacific, on 
April 1, 1930, received a check from the 
government for $1,012,665.17. 


Sanborn: An iliness of many months 
resulted in the death of F. D. Sanborn, 
retired Auditor of Freight Accounts, in 
General Hospital on June 19. Mr. San- 
born, who retired September 30; 1937, 
was well known in the General Office as 
a man whose interest in the company’s 
welfare extended beyond the immediate 
work of his department, and for his 
active participation in 8. P. Club af- 
fairs. He entered service in 1915 as a 
revising clerk in Freight Accounts of- 
fice, and after holding various positions 
became Auditor of Freight Accounts on 
February 1, 1930. Funeral services 
were held in San Francisco and were 
attended by many officers and em- 
ployes. He and Mrs. Sanborn, his only 
survivor, made their home in San Jose. 


Mutchay: Victim of a heart attack, 
J. H. Mulchay, former assistant to the 
general freight trafic manager, passed 
away on June 19. Mulchay was promi- 
nent in railroad traffic circles for 
many years before he left Southern 
Pacific to take over traffic duties of 
another organization, His railroad ca- 
reer began with the OWR&N in Port- 
land in 1889. He came to Southern 
Pacific in 1909 as clerk in Portland 
general freight officc, and the following 
year was made district freight agent 
there. Then followed o succession of 
advancements in the freight depart- 
sment both in San’ Francisco and Port- 
land. .

OR the first time in more than three 
* decades, one of the most familiar 
names to Southern Pacific and affiliated 
companies employes will be missing 
from its accustomed place, following the 
retirement of E, A. VanWynen as pay- 
master, Treasury Department, S. F., 
effective July 1. His well-known auto- 
graph, estimated to have appeared on 
approximately 25 million paychecks, 
will be replaced this month by the sig- 
nature of his successor, A. H. Fitch, 
formerly head teller. 

VanWynen’s career has been colored 
with many interesting experiences and 
enriched by hundreds of friendships 
throughout the organization. Not only 
General Office employes, but folks on 
line who have had occasion to eall at 
his office for their paychecks, know him 
as the friendly, soft-spoken man who 
gave service with a smile, He began 
his railroad work on August 8, 1903, as 
a clerk in the Accounting Department's 
pay-check bureau, and in 1910 was 
made chicf clerk. In September 1912 
his bureau was transferred to the 
Treasury Department, and on October 
1, 1919, he became paymaster. 

Tn 1917, when the war caused a short- 
age of help and VanWynen was faced 
with the overwhelming task of signing 
approximately 100,000 checks each 
month, he designed a “war pen,” which 
brought him nationwide prominence. 
His device consisted of five pens har- 
nessed together in such a manner that 
he could sign five separate checks 
simultaneously, with an average out- 
put of 2000 checks an hour. 

Again in 1923 he received widespread. 
publicity, here and abroad, when it was 
estimated that from the time he had 
begun to sign checks in 1907 he had
